JUDGE HENRY BOOTH, 
who, on taking the chair made a brief speech, in 
which he excused himself from extending his 
remarks, on the ground that oratory wag not 
with him a light undertaking. There were pres- 
ent, however, gentlemen who had made th art 
a study, and he would call upon one who needed 
no iotroduction, other than the name, to make 
him welcome, —the Rey. David Swing. [Ap- 


plause. | 
PROF. SWING. 


Prof. Swing said that he thought the @ndience 
would be much, better pleased if addressed by a 


new voice, for he bad. from time to time, de- 
tailed to them such ideas as he had, and there 


were others on the platform, who could gay 
something fresher and, therefore, more valuable. 
When the name of the Union was changed to 
that of Atheneum, he was, at first. rather 
shocked, but, after consideration, he thought it 
might be all for the better. The matter of edu- 
cating the young mind, was the most important 
that could possibly occupy the attention of 
humanity. That institution was not found- 
ed for the feeble, the senile, the afflicted— 
other institutions were devoted to miuistering 
to the wauts of the physically and meptally un- 
fortunate,—but chiefly for the cultivation of the 
youthfal intellect and to train it in a vigorous 
school. 

Comparing the colleges of the country with 
such institutions as the Atheuum, he was un- 
able to say whether the course of training in the 
former was superior to that of.the latter. The 
lectures, books, and exercises of the Athenwum 
tended te develop both mind and heart, and to 
lay a broad foundation for the future career of 
the student. Many young men, graduates 
of colleges, came out, perhaps, 1 —— 
inclined to go — . ee world as if they 
thought themselves ter than any one else. 


Not so with the young men educated in schools | 


hike that. They recognized that the education 
which they found came from the love of their 
fellow-men, who were simply the almoners of 
the Almighty in carrying out His behest to do 
good toward all men. It was a favorite 

with him that God and man were in copartner- 
ship todo good—man being the agent of the 
Divinity. la no direction could chis free agency 
be so well exerted as im that of educating the 
mind and improving the heart. He would not 
occupy further time, and coneluded by urgiug a 
hearty support of the Atheneum.

GALVANIZING THE DEMOCRACY. 

There was 4 notable gathering at the Manhat- 
tah Club in New York City last Thursday. The 
war-horses who have been forced for so many 
years to only snuff the battle afar off without 
any hope of really fightingin it met together. 
It was a mighty assembly of the ex-es, with a 
few men still holding office sprinkled sparsely in 
the crowd. Gov. McEnery, two of the Bayards, 
William Beach Lawrence, ex-Vongressman 
fitch, of Nevada, Amasa J. Parker, 8. 8. Cox. 
Charles O’Conor, Richard Schell, August Bel- 
mont,—these and others were there. The meet- 
ing ate, drank, and made merry over the vic- 
tories in Ohio, New Hampshire, Connecticut, 
and the towns of New York. It was. 
rather scanty mental food. Hope, which 
differs from the Democracy in that it springs 
eternal, painted the future in glowing colors. 
Mr. Schell's opening speech: exulted in the coup- 
try’s return to tlie great Democratic principles 
of government,” and predicted that those prin- 
cipies would be recognized, at the next election, 
by the choice of a President of virtue and in- 
telligence. Amasa J. Parker said that the party 
“rested on the doctrine of Free Trade and on 
sound currency and reform. Senator Bayard 
declared that the Democracy believed in the 
limitations of power which had been almost ig- 
nored of late. These statements formed the plat- 
form, so to speak, of the gathering. 

Free Trade, a sound currency, reform, and the 
limitation of power, all to be represented by a 
President of virtue and intelligence, make up an 
| admirable confession of faith. But is this Do- 
mocracy? If, as some writers say, the essence 
of humor is the juxtaposition of two very con- 
trary things, Democracy and reform make to- 
gether a first-class joke. As for Free Trade, 
the past and the present alike contradict the 
statement that this is a Democratic doctrine. 
The party platform of 1864 enumerates the 
„aims and objects of the organization. Free 
Trade does not appear among them. The plat- 
form of 1868 juggles with words by demanding 
n tariff for revenue upon foreign imports, and 
such equal taxation under the Internal Revenue 
laws as will afford incidental protection to do- 
mestic manufactures, and as will, without im- 


pairing the revenue, impose the least burden 


upon and best promote and .encourage the great 
industrial interests of the country.” This Janus- 
faced. resolution Was meant, aod was under- 
stood, ae a disguised bid for the vote of 
Pennsylvania. The party did not dare to say 
Free Trade or Protection. It was rewarded for 
trying to sit on two stools by falling to the 
ground. It has, at present, pot a man in either 
House of Congress who is known as a Free- 
Trade leader, except Mr. S. 8. Cox. The party 
has shown for some time, ever since November, 
1860, in fact, an ardent desire to limit the power 
of the dominant party. It has also passed some 
good resolutions about limitations, but has never 
reduced them to practice. Perhaps it would 
have done so if the people had trusted it enough 
to give it the chance. It has always had this 
dogma, and carried it to an extreme between 1861 
and 1865. The Democracy has ever bowed be- 
fore State Rights, but has been quite unable to 
see that the National Government had any rights 
the States were bound to respect. 

The question of s sound currency remains. 
In 1864, the Democratic platform has nothing 
about it. In 1868, this party that prates about 
its devotion to such a currency declared that the 
obligations of the Government which were not 
expressly guaranteed redemption in gold ought 
not to be redeemed in it, that the national bonds 
ought to be taxed, and that there should be une 
currency for “the producer and the bondhold- 
er,” meaning a bad currency for both. These 
statements mean, in their order, repudiation of 
the greenbacks, partial repudiation of the bonds, 
and further repudiation of the latter by paying 
the interest on them in legal-tenders. The great 
Democrat and the great greenbacker, George 
H. Pendleton, dictated them. This is the 
last authentic utterance of the party on 
the currency question. In 1872, it had no 
independent platform. Its late Congressional

The corruption of our public servants is be- 


coming proverbial. From Congress down to our 
Town Boards—from the head to the soles of the 
body politic—there are plague—spote.of the most 
virulent description. There have been unearth- 
ed, of late years, a series of steals by men in 
public life, ranging in magnitude all the way 
from Credit-Mobilier swindles to petty larcenies. 

Justice has been sold more than once, by her 
chosen oracies, for a consideration. Yet it is not 
true that every man has his price.” There 
is some of that virtue left m the country without 
which Montesqueiu says no Republic can exist. 
We should be sorry to think that there were not. 

There might, however, be more of it. There 
might be more, especially among our officials. 
We might have fewer members of Congress im- 

plicated in steals and swindles and back-pay 


| grabbing. There might be fewer defalcations 


by those intrusted with the public money. There 
might be less of nepotism in higher places and 
in lower, and more of the efficiency with which 
the absence of nepotiam is generally attended. 
To put it in plainer words, the public service 
might be run in the interests of the public, and 
not merely in the interest of a few whom chance 
or fortune, perhaps the overpowering yote of 
ignorance and thriftlessness, has put in power. 

For the amount of corruption which we have 
witnessed latterly in these States, there must be 
a cause or causes. It must be the offspring of 
ascertainable circumstances. It must be gen- 
erated in part at least by the favoring atmos- 
phere of our legislation. It is produced, we be- 
heve, by the want of public vigilance, by the ab- 
sence of investigation as to how things are 
going on, how the public are being served. In- 
dividuals may suspect, individuals may know, 
individuals offen do know, that a Legislature 
has been bribed, that a City or County Treasurer 
is misapplying the mee funds, but what can 
individuals do? 

As the law stands at present in most of the 
States, the public are not sufficiently 
protected against malfeasance and misfeas- 
ance in office. Of our national, State. 
county, and municipal servants, executive, 
legislative, judicial, and othera, it may be said 
that their Opportunities to be dishonest are 
many, their temptations great, their detection, 
where they have been false to the trust reposed 
in them, difficult, their indictment or impeach- 
ment slow to follow, their conviction doubtful, 
their punishment neither swift nor certain. 
Thus there are a dozen doors for the criminal to 
escape through. The chances of his not being 


brought to justice are immensely in hie favor. 


The venal officer calculates that he will not be 
detected at all, for he may cover up his tracks; 
that if detected he may not be tried, and if tried 
not convicted. | 
There are classes of public offenders who can 
be reached only by impeachment,—a most 
ponderons and unwieldy piece of judicial 
machinery. The stronghold, however, of corrup- 
tion is the hope not to be detected. If, there- 
fore, we would abolish it or diminish it, we 
must make detection almost acertainty. Detec- 
tion, whether followed by panishment or not, is 
pretty certain to put an end to peculation or 
misfeasance in office. Something should be 
done by every Legislature in the country to in- 
sure an end so devoutly to be wished; and we 
doubt whether any State cando better than fol- 
low the example of New York, and copy a law 
passe 1 by its Legislatare a year or two ago, at 
the instance of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton. The law 
referred to is such that it is almost impossible 
that any man filling «a public position 
in that State should long continue 
to defraud- the public or prostitute 
his place to selfish or mercenary ends. It pro- 
vides in substance that, whenever any five men, 
citizens of the State and residents of the local- 
ity where the derelict official exercises his. func- 


} tions, shall appear before a court of reeord and 


make affidavit that they have reason to believe 
that said official is so dereliet, guilty of any act 
of corruption or miefeasance in office, it shall 
be the duty of the ‘Court to order an investiga- 
tion to ascertain the truth of the charges, the 
accusers to pay the costs if the charges prove 
unfounded, and the accused to pay if they 
prove well founded. 

This is certainly a very ingenious piece of 
legislation, and we believe there is nothing like it 
in any other State. We would call the attention 
ot opr Iiltvois legislators to it asa proper sub- 
ject for their consideration when they meet next 
winter at Springfield.

It is 
not probable that any place, however insig- 
nificant, will not be able to find five men to look 
after the public interesta, and with courage 
enough to bring a criminal to justice. Had 
such a law been in force in this State in years 
past, there is mavy a town and community 
which would not now be saddled with swindling 
railroad-aid bonds. It is no solid objection to 
such law that it supposes greater corruption 
than exists. It is always good policy to provide 
against the worst. Laws should be framed on 
the hypothesis that men are not all virtuous. 
Provide against the greater, and you provide 
at the same time against the lesser evil.

SENATOR M MORTON'S LETTER. . 

Senator Morton's letter to the Indianapolis 
Journal, explaining the bill vetoed by the Presi- 
dent, is, perhaps, the most limp and lackadaisical 
publication ever made by that gentleman. 
Though quite lengthy, the reader, after going 
through it, will fail to remember any point made 
by the writer, His technical explanation of the 
provisions of the bill was wholly annecessary, 
because every man in the country thoroughly 
understood it. Mr. Morton’s own constituents, 


| who met at Indianapolis two days after the veto, 


denounced the action of the President, and 
applauded the votes of Mr. Morton, thoroughly 
understood the bill, and knew. exactly 
what the President had vetoed. The technicali- 
ties of the bill were of the least possible con- 
cern. The theory and purpose of the bill were 
something more, and of much greater. impor- 
tance. It is immaterial whether, under that par- 
ticular bill, the volume of currency would have 
been in fact expanded or contracted. The theory 
of the bili was that Congress, at its pleasure, 
might muitiply the legal-tender notes of the 
United States, and force them upon private indi- 
viduals at par. It was this theoryof the bill 
that the President vetoed. In bis veto message 
he said : 

Practically it is a question whether the measure un- 
der discussion would give an additional dollar to the 
irredeemable paper-currency of the country or not, 
and whether, by requiring three-fourths of the reserve 
to be retained by banks and prohibiting interest to be 
received on the balance, it might not prove a contrac- 
tion. Bul the fact cannot be concealed that, theoretic- 
ally, the bill increases the paper cerewuation $100,000,000, 
leas only the amount of reserves restrained from cir- 
culation by the provisions of the second section. 


Mr. Morton’s speculations, therefore, that the 
bill in itself did not provide for an expansion of 
the currency, does not meet the objections made 
to it by the President. His suggestion that the 
part of the bill providing for a redistribution 
of the National Bank circulation looked for- 
ward to the resumption of specie payments” is 
a very feeble answer to the President’s objec- 
tion that any postponement of specie payments 
by an expansion of the paper currency would 
be in violation of the pledges of Congress and 
of beth political parties. The President's ar- 
raignment of the purpose of the bill stands un- 
answered and untouched by anything Mr. Morton 
has said. Upon this point the President says: 

The measure has been supported on the theory that 
it would give increased circulation. It isa fair infer- 
ence, therefore, that, if in practice the measure should 
fail to create the abundance of circulation expected of 
it, the friends of the measufe, particularly those out of 
Congress, would clamor for such inflation as would 
give the expected relief. theory, in my belief, is 
a departure from the true principles of finance, nation- 
al interest, national obligations to creditors, Cougres- 
sional promises, party pledges on the part of both 
political parties, and of the personal views and prom- 
ises made by me in every annual message sent to Con- 
gress and in my inaugural address. 

To this plain, direct, and unequivocal sword- 
thrust, Mr. Morton makes no attempt to reply. 
He is as dumb as an oyster. The President has

THE BALANCE-OF-TRADE FALLACY. 

We import more goods than we export. No- 
body gives us the surplus for nothing. We pay 
forit with bonds, stocks, and gold. There is 
thus a steady stream of gold flowing out 
of the country. Many péople find in this 
fact reason for the belief that resumption of 
specie-payments is now impossib'e. To resume, 
they argue, we need gold; but our gold leaves 
us, instead of staying here ; until this is changed, 
that is, until the balance of trade is in our favor, 
as they put it, or, in other words, until we ex- 
port more than we import, we cannot resume. 
This is a fallacy in fact and a fallacy in theory. 1 
First, as to fact. Great Britain, which finds no 
trouble in keeping a currency of specie, has a 
never-ceaseing balance of trade against her. The 
figures for 1870 were: 


So Great Britain annually exports $231,775, 445 
(gold) more than she imports. The fact grinds 
the fallacy we are combating to powder. 

The true theory of the case is this: When the 
imports exceed the exports, gold will have to be 
sent abroad to pay the difference. This dimin- 
ishes the stock of gold in the country. This, 
of course, increases ite price, or, in other words, 
diminishes the price of all other commodities. 
When this stage is reached, it is more profitable 
to use the gold that would have gone abroad in 
buying stuff to export than to export the gold 
itself. Thus the outward flow is soon checked. 
This is the only way in which the balance 
of trade can affect gold. It can only 


tinued, the fact shows that some other cause, 
wholly independent of this bugbear of a balance, 
is producing it. In our case, the other cause is 
the circulation here of an inferior currency. The 
fundamental fact of the science of money is 
that a worse currency will always drive out a 
better. When a man can pay his debts either in

The lesson of these truths is plain. The ad- 
verse balance of trade does not keep us from 
resuming.

the good name and reputation of the University. 
The Faculty were, indeed, reduced to this ulti- 
matum: Either they must consent t be ruled 
dy the students, or the students must 
consent to be ruled by them; either 
they must quit or the students must quit. Under 
these circumstances, Alma Mater, like every 
other mater of common sense, decided it was bet- 
ter for her to punish the children than to be 
punished by them,—a healthy decision which con- 
cerns no One but tae corrector and the corrected 


-A brief statement of the circumstances will con- 


vince any unprejudioed person that the Faculty 
not only have acted properly, but, under the 
circumstances, very leniently. Originally, six 
students of the Freshman and Sophomore classes 
were suspended for the rowdyish and outrageous 
practice of hazing. Ot the character of 
this practice there is nd doubt. It 
is an ungentlemanly, low-bred, -coward- 
ly, and sometimes brutal sport, indulged 
in usually at the expense of the weaker class 
and those who are too timorous to resent the in- 
solent outrage. It is not too much to say that 
there never yet was a student who did not in his 
later years regret his participation in it; and 
there never yet was a student of gentlemanly 
iastincts who did not immediately regret it. It 
is the criminal offense of assault and battery in 
nine cages out of ten. It very often results in 
temporary injury. It has sometimes proved fa- 
tal. In its very lightest form it is an outrage 
which has not the excuse of mischievous fun 
which characterizes other college practices. 
Under such circumstances, thes Faculty were 
in duty bound to take cognizance of the 
offense which they did, and in fixing the penalty 
at suspension for the rest of the collegiate year, 
which ends on the first of next September, they 
decided lenientiy, and as any one can see without 
any feeling of resentment. They acted in the 
best interests of the college, and did no more 
than was necessary to preserve order and dis- 
cipline. If they had not done this much at 
least, they would have been faithless to the 
severe responsibility imposed upon them. 

This decision of the Faculty at once aroused 
a spirit of insubordination which developed into 
rowdyism and almost open riot. The Faculty were 
groaned and hissed in public. Then came 
a paper signed by 110 of the members of the 
Freshman and Sophomore classes, requesting 
the attention of the Faculty to the fact that 
they also had been engaged in hazing. Upon 
the receipt of this insolent paper, the 
found it incumbent upon them to apply. the he- 
roic remedy, but before doing so, or taking any 
official action, they informed the signers that 
they were at liberty to withdraw their names, 
and a week's truce was declared. Previous to 
the meeting of the Faculty, twenty-nine 
students availed themselves of this privilege. 
The eighty-one whose names still remained 
were suspended for the rest of the 
academic year, which will give them 
three months and a half to reflect upon their 
folly. This does not, however, seem to be the 
end of the matter. The Junfor and Senior 


classes, who are far enough along in college life. 


to drop cheap chivalry and frown upon any inter- 
ference with college government, have now 


issued a document which is tantamount to an 


indorsemeut of the insolent statement of the 
lower classes. In. this document they say: 
Those who at first confessed themselves par- 
ticipants with the eighty-one, but ia the mean- 
time had withdiawn their names, were not 
suspended. What other inference can we draw 
from this action than that the suspensions 
were not so much for complicity in hazing as 
for presenting the papers above quoted?” This 
may be true, but it is not to the point, as the 
withdrawing of these names was an acknowl- 


edgment of obedience to college discipline, But |

THE WISCONSIN LAW. 
Seca lnspatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
OPINION BY THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Maison, Wis., May 11.—Atty.-Gen. Sloan hes 
given a formal opinion, which will be put in 
writing soon, to the Governor and Railway Com- 
missioners, that the contested ‘railroad law is 
constitutional, the principle of Legislative re- 
striction of fares and reigns baving been re- 
peatedly recognized by the highest courts in the 

State. Assurance is given that such measures 

as lie within the province of the Executive will 

be vigorously employed to enforce the law, and 
it is reported that suits will soon be brought. 

The Railroad Commissioners are perfecting a 
tariff of general rates ov all roads, and expect 
soon to be able to issue a circular to all the Com- 
panies.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
THE CANADA PACIFIC. 
The following are the leading features of the 
bill providing for the construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad, which will be submitted to 


the Canadian House by the Hon. Alex McKen- 
zie, Minister of Public Works: 

The road isto be divided inte four sections; the 
firet will extend from Lake Nipissing to tue upper or 
western end of Lake Superior; the second, from Lake 
Superior to Fort Garry ; the tuird, from Fort Garry to 
some point between Fort Edmonton and the Rocky 
Mountains ; the fourth, from the last named section 
to the Pacific Ocean, at some point in British Colum- 
bia. There will be two branches, one from Fort 
Garry to Pembina,Ahe other westward from the east- 
ern termious, south of Lake Nipissing and eastward 
to some point on the Ottawa River. The last named 


included in the original Canadian Pacific Railway bill. 
The act fixes a suvsidy of $10,000 per mie, a laud- 
grant of 20,000 acres per mile, and a guaran:ee of 4 
per cent for a given number of years ou a sum to be 
stated in the contract for each mile of the section or 
sub-section contracted for, the tenders for the work to 
state the lowest sum per mile for which guarantee is 
to be required, The money subsidy will be paid upon 
monthly estimates and in proportion to the nature and 
cost of the work performed. The land is to be in 
twenty square mile blocks along the line of the road. 
Care will be taken to provide against land jobbery, by 
the Government kee control over two-thirds of the 
land, which is to be sold by them at prices to be agreed 
upon, the proceeds to be accounted tor to the company 
haif yearly in proportion to the work done. 
maining third will be handed over tothe company in 
the same proportion, The lands are to be available and 
of fair average 2 If such lands cannot be found 
on the road itself, they are to be allottéd elsewhere. 
— cost of the surveys will be a charge upon the sub- 
budy. 

The bill will give powers to the Governor in Council 
to grant a bonus to any company that may, with grants 
of iand or money from the Province of Ontario, secure 
the construction of the branch lines extending from 
the eastern terminus of the main line to connect with 
existing or proposed lines of railway in Ottawa Valley. 
The Governor in Council will also be empowered to 
make, with the company or companies ownimg any 
— of the id branch railway, arrangement for 

ing tothem any portion which may belong to the 
Government, The leases, however, will not be allowed 
to exceed-a term of ten years, and, to be binding, must 
first be approved by the House of Commons. Power 
is given to the Governor in Council to suspend prog- 
ress Of the works at any time until the next ensuing 
session of Parliament, 

The bill will contain no stipulation as to the time to 
be occupied in the construction of the road, It will 
recognize tae authority of Parliament over the judg-
